WASHINGTON. June 21 (R). — Transportation Secre- 
tary Brock Adams warned Americans today that sche- 
duled air services between the United States and Britain 
would probably cease at midnight. He blamed the Bri- 
tish government for the predicted halt Flights between 
States and Hong Kong would also stop. 
"Responsibility for this unfortunate action, if it occurs, 
rests with the British government," he told a press con- 
ference barely eight hours before a 31 -year-old Anglo- 
American air treaty was due to expire. He said: “The 
report this afternoon from special Ambassador Alan 
Boyd in London is that chances of a settlement before 
midnight tonight are questionable.**

NAIROBI, June 21 (R). — Uganda left the world gues- 
sing tonight on the whereabouts of President Idi Amin, 
said in Kenya to have been hurt in an assassination at- 
tempt at the weekend but reported by others to be well 
and unharmed. The Kenya News Agency said shots were 
fired at the president’s car on Saturday, wounding him. 
It quoted diplomatic sources in Kampala as saying a 
bloody purge ensued. But then Britain's Foreign Secre- 
tary, Dr. David Owen, told reporters in Luxembourg, 
who asked him whether the British had any news about 
Field Marshal Amin : "My information is that he is 
alive and unharmed." Amin aides said on the telephone 
from his "command post” at Entebbe, near Kampala, he 
had not been seen since Friday.

AMMAN (Agencies) — His Ma- 
jesty King Hussein leaves for 
Damascus Wednesday for con- 
sultations with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. The King will be 
accompanied by a high-powered 
Jordanian team including Pri- 
me Minister Mudar Badran and 
Chief of the Royal Court, Shar- 
if Abdul Hamid Sharaf. 

Speaking to a visiting Egypt- 
ian press delegation. King Hus- 
sein Tuesday highlighted the 
urgent need for close Arab co- 
ordination in view of the cri- 
tical situation- in the region and 
the constant military threat po- 
sed by the Israeli occupation 
of Arab territory. 

The King said that his ass- 
essment of the situation was 
that the new Israeli leadership 
had chosen the path of expan- 
sionism instead of peace. 

King Hussein added that fo- 
llowing the coming, contacts 
between the American administ- 
ration and Mr. Menachem Be- 


gin, the new Israeli prime mini- 
ster, the American position wo- 
uld take on more definite sh- 
ape, which he predicted would 
be consistent with the growing 
world support for a Just solu- 
tion in the region. 

King Hussein told the mem- 
bers of the Egyptian press dele- 
gation that the settlement of 
the Middle East conflict should 
be based on total Israeli with- 
drawal from all occupied Arab 
territories, recognition of le- 
gitimate rights in Palestine and 
the right of the Palestinians to 
self-determination, to set up a 
national entity and to determi- 
ne their relation with their 
Arab brothers. It should also 
be based on the establishment 
of a just and permanent peace 
based on the U.N. Security Co- 
uncil’s resoiutions 242 and 338 
he added. 

The right of self-determina- 
tion is sacred and ought to be 
enjoyed by all people.

Libyan hopes for

CAIRO, June 21 (AFP). — Li- 
byan hopes Tor an Arab summit 
next month in Tripoli are run- 
ning into difficulties despite a 
marathon Middle East tour by 
Libyan Foreign Minister Ali 
Abdul Salam Treiki to promo- 
te the meeting. 

Seven countries (Jordan, Ku- 
wait, Lebanon, Libya, North 
Yemen, Saudi Arabia and Sy- 
ria) have expressed sdpport for 
the summit. But two nations 
- - First Egypt and, yesterday, 
Iraq - - have expressed reserva- 
tions amounting to- a rejection 
of the idea. 

North Yemen - has -in addi- 
tion put forward its own sum- 
mit proposal, calling for dis- 
cussion of the situation in sou- 
thern Lebanon. The Libyan pro- 
posal is aimed at ending inter- 
Arab differences and at settl- 
ing on a joint attitude toward 
Israel. 

Mr. Treiki meanwhile under- 
took the eighth leg today of his 
Middle East tour with a visit 
to Manama and talks with Ba- 
hrein’s leaders on Col. Muam- 
mer QadhafTs proposal. 


The Libyan foreign minister 
had barely left Baghdad yester- 
day when the Iraqi govern- 
ment announced that, while it 
favoured an Arab summit aim- 
ed at forming an Arab econo* 
mic union, it believed the sum- 
mit conference required minu- 
te preparation. 

Arab circles here ascribed 
Iraq's very reserved stance to 
the state of its relations with 
Syria. 

Egypt also proposed careful 
preparation of any such con- 
ference - - to a degree almost 
impossible to achieve by the 
July 20 target date. Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat would 
also find a visit to Tripoli awk- 
ward at a time when Libyan- 
Egyptian relations remain sha- 
ky. 

In several Arab capitals, of- 
ficials are awaiting a clarifica- 
tion of the American attitude 
toward the Middle East. This 
is not expected to come before 
President Jimmy Carter meets 
Mr. Begin and Secretary of Sta- 
te Cyrus Vance completes a se- 
cond Middle East tour next 
month. 


Majesty said. The Palestinians 
have been deprived of it from 
the start ; they should be allo- 
wed to practise it in an atmos- 
phere of complete freedom, he 
said. 

On the participation of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) in the Geneva peace 
conference. His Majesty said 
that originally Jordan had pro- 
posed a unified Arab delegation 
to attend the conference and to 
represent all parties concerned 
but the idea did not meet with 
an Arab concensus. Also the 
PLO had made it known that 
it preferred to attend the con- 
ference as an independent par- 
ty. “We adhere to the Rabat 
summit resolution,” His Majes- 
ty said, "and we support Pales- 
tinian participation in all peace 
efforts. However, we consider 
that the question of achieving 
an Israeli withdrawal and secu- 
ring for the Palestinians the 
right of self-determination sho- 
uld be considered more impor- 
tant than procedures and tech- 
nicalities." 

“In case we come to an 
agreement with the internatio- 
nal powers that could delinea- 
te the aims and purpose of the 
Geneva peace conference, then 
we are sure to agree on the 
Arab level on formalities and 
procedures." King Hussein ad- 
ded. 

The king stressed to the de- 
legation that Jordanian-Syrian 
relations are solid and present 
a living example that the Arabs 
are capable of working for the 
good of their people despite 
difference in their regimes. 

The most important factor of 
instability in the region lies in 
the Israeli occupation and the 
persistent military danger it 
constitutes, which threatens 
not. only the Arab confronta- 
tion states but also the heart 
of the Arab nation. 

His Majesty said that Jorda- 
nian-Egyptian relations were 
good and characterised by un- 
derstanding and coordination. 
Egypt, which is the leader of 
the Arab world, had offered a 
lot to the Arab cause, the King 
went on. 

On the situation in Lebanon, 
His Majesty said that Israel 
tries persistently to explode 
the situation there to achieve 
its aims. Outside factors, besi- 
des Arab rivalries, also contri- 
bute towards the creation of a 
tense situation there, the King 
said.

Brezhnev warns Kremlin is concerned at 
move to increase French role in NATO 


RAMBOUILLET. France, June 
21 (Agencies) — Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev today warned 
France that the Kremlin was 
concerned at signs of moves to 
increase the French role in the 
West’s North Atlantic Treaty 
Alliance (NATO). 

And in what was officially 
described as a "frank" exch- 
ange of views, French President 
Valery - Giscard . d’Estaing told 
the Kremlin chief detente co- 
uld only succeed if there were 
an easing of the East-West ide- 
ological conflict. 

The two leaders were speaking 
during the second round of ta- 
lks since. Mr. Brezhnev, Soviet 
President and Communist Party 
chief. amved yesterday for 
three days of discussions on 
world problems and bilateral 
i ■ '..^nns. 


According to a Soviet spok- 
esman, Mr. Brezhnev asked Pr- 
esident Giscard d’Estaing for an 
explanation of French defence 
policy in the light of recent 
suggestions that France might 
moderate its long-standing re- 
fusal to. take part in NATO’s 
military structure. 


A French spokesman said M. 
Giscard d'Estaing had replied 
that French strategy was “pu- 
rely defensive” and that its mi- 
litary machine was of only 
"medium dimensions”, and that 
its policies would be decided 
"by it alone." 

Id the first round of talks 
at the 14th century chaleau of 
Rambouiliet south of Paris yes- 
terday, Mr. Brezhnev had called 
on France - - which has kept 
aloof from international discu- 


ssions on weapon cut-backs - - 
to take a more active role in 
disarmament efforts. 

In Paris, French Communist 
Parry leader Georges Marchais 
told newsmen at a lunch that 
he will not be meeting Mr. Br- 
ezhnev. 

Mr. Marchais said that it was 
not necessary for him to meet 
the Soviet leader each lime he 
came to Paris. Meetings were 
necessary only when there we- 
re specific questions 10 discuss, 
he said. 

The French Communist Party 
leader also refuted press re- 
ports that he planned to visit 
the United States. 

President Jimmy Carter wo- 
uld first have to lift the ban 
on entry visas for communists, 
he said. 


BELGRADE, June 21 (Rj. — 
Col. Muammar Qadhafi, leader 
of the Libyan Jamahiriyah, 
arrived inYugoslavia today for 
an official visit and talks with 
President Tito expected to ce- 
ntre on the Arab-Israeli conf- 
lict and (he situation in the 
Mediterranean region. 

Col. Qadhafi. de facto head 
of stale, was taken to Presi- 
dent Tito's summer residence 
on the Island of Brioni. on the 
northern Adriatic coast. His vi- 
sit to Yugoslavia will last four 
days. 

The Yugoslav leader paid a 
two-day visit to Libya in Jan- 
uary for talks with Coi. Qad- 
hafi. and Prime Minister Abdul 
Salam Jalloud had talks with 
President Tito here recently. 

Official sources said Presid- 
ent Tito and Col. Qadhafi wo- 
uld hold several rounds of talks 
covering the Middle East, the 
situation in Africa and the so- 
called north-south dialogue bet- 
ween developed and developing 
countries. 

The sources said both coun- 
tries were concerned about the 
recent election of new Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin. swom-in today, and its 
possible repercussions on the 
prospects for peace in the Mid- 
dle East. 

The official Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjug said the appoin- 
tment of Mr. Begin had led to 
greater strains in the region. 

"The crisis is much more un- 
certain than before because of 
his approach and unacceptable 
attitude towards occupied Arab 
territories and the Palestinian 
question. 

“Yugoslavia and Libya con- 
sider that peace in the Middle 
East cannot be achieved with- 
out a just solution of the Pa- 
lestinian question and regard 
Arab unity as a precondition 
for any successful moves in 
that direction," it said. 

Well-informed sources said 


President Tito and Col. Qadha- 
fi would probably discuss mo- 
ves to reconvene the Geneva 
Middle East conference as a 
way of bringing about a peace- 
ful settlemenr in the region. 

In addition. President Tito is 
likely to review the possibility 
of putting Middle East and Me- 
diterranean problems on the ag- 
enda of ihe 33-state Belgrade 
security conference, whose pre- 
liminary stage opened last We- 
dnesday. 

Official sources said Yugos- 
lavia was concerned about Lib- 
ya's disputes with neighbour- 
ing and other Arab countries, 
particularly Egypt, and welco- 
med recent moves by Col. Qa- 
dhafi to settle them. 

. The sources expected that Col 
Qadhafi would brief President 
Tito on initiatives by Libya and 
the Yemen Arab Republic to 
convene an Arab summit. 

On the bilateral front, they 
were expected to discuss clo- 
ser military, economic and te- 
chnological cooperation. 

Informed sources said Libya 
was buying Yugoslav-made 
tanks, naval vessels and small 
arms as part of this coopera- 
tion. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, June 
21 (R). — Prime Minister Me- 
nachcin Begin's new cabinet 
took office today as 1.4 million 
Israelis were called to the polls 
in a trade union election of 
major importance to the future 
of the new government. 

Mr. Begin, 63, was sworn in 
shortly after midnight as the 
country's seventh head of go- 
vernment. and the first from 
outside the ranks of the Labour 
Party. 

Labour was toppled from po- 
wer in general elections Iasi 
month, and the right wing Likud 
bloc which Mr. Begin leads was 
hoping to repeat that upset 
success in the elec lions today 
for council members in the po- 
werful Histadrut trades union 
federation. 

The Histadrut has tradition- 
ally been controlled by the La- 
bour Party. It could seriously 
hamper Mr. Begin's domestic 
policies if it remained under its 
present Labour leadership. 

The Histadrut includes nearly 
ail the salaried workers in Is- 
rael as well as their families 
who are linked to the group 
through various pension and 
health funds. 

Affiliated to the Histadrut 
are giant industrial cooperativ- 
es and nearly all of Israel's 
kibbutzim (collective farming 
villages). The group controls or 
owns nearly one-third of the 
Israeli economy. 

The Likud is making a particu- 
lar effort to unseat the Labou- 
rites, who won nearly 60 per 
cent of the poll in the last 
Histadrut elections four years 
ago. Likud then won close to 
23 per cent. 

The new Immigrant Absorp- 
tion Minister. Mr. David Levi, 
is the Likud's candidate to ta- 
ke over from Histadrut Secre- 
tary General and Labour Party 
leader Yeruham Meshel. 

But as in the May 77 general 
elections, Labour may lose co- 
nsiderably at the expense of 
ihe newly- formed Democratic 
Movement for Change (DMC). 
w’hich is also seeking represen- 
tation on the Histadrut's coun- 
cils. 

Voting was light in the mor- 
ning but most Histadrut memb- 
ers were expected at the polls 
only in the late afternoon. Ma- 
ny factories and offices closed 
at noon because of the elec- 
tions. 

With temperatures around 
the country in the high 20’s 
centigrade (about 85 fahrenh- 
eit) and with cloudless blue 
skies, many Israelis went to 
the beaches or the forests be- 
fore going to vote. About 68 
per cent of eligible voters cast 
their ballots in 1973. 

Several incidents leading to 
fistfights were reported in var- 
ying voting centres and police 
said they were usually the re- 
sult of one party or another 
complaining that not enough 


ballots in its name had reached 
the centre. 

Meanwhile, as Mr. Begin's 
cahinet colleagues were inking 
over their new offices, and se- 
veral officials with strong lin- 
ks to the Labour Party tende- 
red, or were preparing to len- 
der their resignations. 

The most prominent depart- 
ure was Prof. Shlomo Avinen. 
Director General of the Fore- 
ign Ministry. Prof. Avineri held 
considerable influence and was 
a key figure in making Israeli 
foreign policy. 

The new Foreign Minister, 
controversial Moshe Dayan, has 
not yet appointed a new direc- 
tor-general but his press atta- 
che will be Mr. Naftali Lavie. 
who served in the same capa- 
city with Mr. Dayan when he 
was Defence Minister until 
1974. 

Observers noted that Mr. La- 
vie was until yesterday spok- 
esman for outgoing Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres. It was 
widely assumed that the chan- 
geover had Mr. Peres’ appro- 
val. 

Mr. Peres' career started in 
the shadow of Mr. Dayan and 
relations between the two men 
are helieved to be close still, 
despite Mr. Dayan's defection 
from Labour ranks to take the 
Foreign Ministry portfolio. 

Mr. Begin meanwhile receiv- 
ed warm congratulations on his 
taking office from President Ji- 
mmy Carter, whom he will me- 
et in Washington on July 18. 

President Carter said in the 
message that he was inviting 
the new Israeli leader in order 
to establish a personal relati- 
onship and exchange views on 
a Middle East peace settlement 
and other matters of mutual 
concern. 

Meanwhile, Israel launched 
yesterday the largest -scale mo- 
bilisation in years when secret 
code words broadcast insistent- 
ly over Israeli radio stations 
were sending Israeli reservists 
racing to join their military 
units. 

Radio and television announ- 
cers broke in to programmes 
to repeat lists of code words, 
such as “insurance policy," 
“easy work,” “spark” or “una- 
nimity.” 

When each reservist heard 
his code word, he was obliged 
to drop everything and report 
at once to his unit. A military- 
spokesman said the reservists, 
along with their requisitioned 
automobiles, would be demo- 
bilised after a short period. 

Israeli specialists say the br- 
oadcast code system permits 
mobilisation in record time. 

In Kuwait, the Kuwaiti daily 
newspaper Al Seyassah said 

today that Syrian and Jorda- 
nian forces on the borders with 
Israel had been put on a state 
of alert. 

Quoting Arab diplomatic sou- 
rces. the paper said Jordanian 
forces have been put under a 


state of alert “unprecedented 
since the October 1973 war.” 

The paper gave no further 
details 

in a separate development, 
a reliable source said today 
that Israel cannot completely 
exclude the possibility of Was- 
hington cutting off deliveries 
of weapons to force it to acce- 
pt certain conditions during 
peace negotiations.

Britain might hold early general elections 


LONDON, June 21 (AFP). — 
Prime Minister James _ Callag- 
han todav said that Britain mi- 
ght hold 'a general election be- 
fore the life of the present pa- 
rliament ends in spring 1979. 


It was the first time Mr. Cal- 
laghan has stated this publicly 
since he took over the premier- 
ship from Sir Harold Wilson 
in April 1976- 


Until now, Mr. Callaghan has 
said there would be no election 
ahead of schedule. But today 
he called a special meeting of 
the parliamentary Labour par-

Chilean air hijacker 
surrenders in Argentina 


SANTIAGO, Chile, June 21 
(AFP). — A Chilean man who 
earlier today hijacked a Chilean 
Lan-Chile Airlines Boeing 727 
to Mendoza. Argentina, surren- 
dered tonight in Mendoza, a sp- 
okesman for the airline said 
in Santiago. 


The spokesman said all of 
the other 71 passengers of the 
hijacked aircraft were on their 
way back to Santiago in the 
plane, while the hijacker was 
under arrest in Mendoza. The 
plane had been on a domestic 
flight from Antofagasta to Sa- 
ntiago when it was taken over 
at noon and flown to Mendoza. 

The airline spokesman named 


the hijacker as Carlos Tamayo, 
civil servant in the Ministry of 
Public Works in Santiago. He 
said the pilot of the plane per- 
suaded Mr. Tamayo to surren- 
der, and that the hijacker was 
crying when he gave himself up. 

Some reports said that Mr. 
Tamayo had threatened to dyn- 
amite the plane if he were not 
taken to Algeria. 

An official Chilean source 
said before the surrender 
that a Chilean Beoing 707 was 
on its way to Argentina to take 
the hijacker or hijackers to Al- 
geria. The plane was to have 
been made available in exch- 
ange for release of the passen- 
gers of the hijacked aircraft. 
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A distasteful paradox 

A passage in a report by the Insight team in the 
latest issue of the Sunday Times reads : “There are, 
of course, many who will passionately reject our 
evidence as literally unthinkable. Many more will find 
in the idea of a persecuted race becoming in turn 
the persecutors a paradox so distasteful as to demand 
better evidence than perhaps would be needed against 
other countries.” 

The subject is the torture of Arab prisoners in 
the occupied territories. In a four-page documentary, 
the paper treats the emotionally charged subject 
in as objective a spirit as possible. For the Arabs, 
what the paper has to say is not news, it contains 
no new revelations and upsets no cherished beliefs. 
One thing it does manage to do, however, is to bolster 
faith in the commitment of certain sectors of the Wes- 
tern press to human rights. 

It is the opinion of this paper that not only is the 
Sunday Times to be congratulated for publishing the 
report, but that it is high time that the Western world 
shed the notion that Israel is above using torture, 
initiating wars or posing an obstacle to peace. It is 
time to unlock the closets of the mind, to haul out 
long-cherished beliefs and sacrosanct assumptions 
concerning the moral infallibility of the Jewish state, 
and examine them under the sobering, cold light of 
day. It is time to think the unthinkable, to dwell on 
the full dimensions of the paradox of man's inhuman- 
ity to man. 

In the name of conscience and of honesty to 
ourselves, let us all acknowledge that Palestinian 
Arabs under occupation are human beings and have 
human rights. Let us for a moment put political con- 
siderations aside, turn a deaf ear to pressure groups 
and think for once about the fate of a people under 
occupation that manifestly is not as enlightened or 
beneficent as the Israelis would have the Western 
world think. Let us think not of concessions, land or 
defensible borders, let us think of people, of human 
misery and outrages to human dignity. 

Ail editorial in the same edition of the Sunday 
Times says : “Israel’s conduct in the occupied lands 
has deserved more scrutiny than it has received in 
ten years ; but it now assumes a profound new im- 
portance. There is a new government in Israel. The 
outgoing government at least held out the possibility 
that the most densely populated areas of the West 
Bank might be returned to Arab rule in a peace agree- 
ment, though it has continued to build Jewish 
settlements. 

“Likud, the party of Mr. Menachem Begin, makes 
no such offer. It is committed to maintain Israel’s 
rule over all the West Bank and Gaza, adding another 
million Arabs to the half million who are already 
Israeli citizens.” 

It is time that the people of Europe, the United 
States and the Western world in general stopped 
dwelling on guilt-feelings for what happened in the 
past long enough to open their eyes to the atrocities 
being perpetrated under their noses today. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Two Jordanian editorials 
Tuesday were concerned with 
the speach Begin delivered at 
the Knesset. 

AL RA'I in its editorial en- 
titled "Begin’s call” commented 
on Begin's first meeting with 
the Knesset in which he called 
for heads of the Arab confron- 
tation states to meet with him 
personally to discuss the esta- 
blishment of "true" peace. Be- 
gin said this after quoting ver- 
ses in the Bible which call for 
peace. 

He mentioned that previous 
Israeli leaders had called Arab 
leaders several times for such 
a meeting but peace was never 
realised. 

Observers are able to see how 
Begin tried to take advantage 
of Lhe attention focussed upon 
him on the day of presenting 
his cabinet. Begin grasped the 
opportunity to present himself 
as a man wanting peace. 

The paper added that the 
Arabs realise that his call for 
peace is similar to that of his 
predecessors. Israel knows that 
its kind of call for peace is op- 
posed by the Arabs. 

The Arabs know that the 
new Israeli government public- 
ly calls for the establishment of 
settlements on the West Bank 
and that it considers the land 
of Israel to stretch from the 
Mediterranean to the River 
Jordan, something which Is- 
rael knows the Arabs do not 
accept. It also knows that if 
its new leaders hold onto Such 
views then more “Israeli blood" 
will ensue, just as Begin stat- 
ed. He said sadly that the Is- 
raelis more than anybody have 
“paid a lot of blood.” 

The paper concluded that 
the Arabs as a nation believe 
in peace but cannot give up 
their homeland and their bre- 
thren in that occupied home- 
land. Thus the Arabs have no 
choice. It is their destiny to 
defend themselves against ag- 
gression. 

The paper ended by hoping 


that Begin's statement would 
help warn the Arabs who have 
the potential and strength to 
defend their land, destiny and 
culture. 

A L DUSTOUR commented on 
the same subject. The paper 
said that Begin, in the speech 
presenting his cabinet to the 
Knesset, defined his policy and 
ended with incoherent statem- 
ents on peace. 

The -paper noted that Begin's 
policy is well known. He con- 
siders occupied Arab lands as 
Israeli liberated territory and 
pushes for the swift establish- 
ment of more settlements on 
this land. He referred to the 
land as the “land of the fath- 
ers”. But he did not refer to 
the Likud assertion that this 
“land of the fathers” stretches 
from the Mediterranean to the 
River Jordan. 

The paper commented that 
in his speech Begin particular- 
ly had the Americans in mind 
and also world public opinion. 
He used “emotional" words In 
talking about peace to camou- 
flage his true image and ch- 
ange his image in the Ameri- 
can arena. 

The paper criticised Begin 
for purposely failing to men- 
tion the means, requirements 
and basis for a peaceful sett- 
lement. Begin was content to 
call for peace negotiations wi- 
thout any “previous conditions". 
But what he means by no “pre- 
vious conditions" is no require- 
ments on Israel. 

What Begin actually accepts 
is negotiations inside or out- 
side of Geneva with no mention 
of withdrawal or Palestinian 
rights. At the same time Beg- 
in asserts his commitment to 
an expansionist policy with re- 
gards to establishing Israeli set- 
tlements. 

The paper concludes that ne- 
gotiations don't make peace. 
What makes peace is the com- 
mitment to the U.N. resolutions. 
The world will not be misled 
by Begin's "clowning” with re- 
gards to peace. 


Rhodesia’s black 
workers may be 
biding their time 


Could Rhodesia’s workers be drawn Into the struggle for majority rule? Could Indu- 
strial action be used to h elp die guerrilla war by pinning down security forces? The questions 
are not easily answered. One reason is the weakness of organised African labour. Black trade 
unions are divided into four quarrelsome federations. 


Decision to allow new political 
parties in Egypt seen as very 
cautious liberalisation measure

BULAWAYO, Rhodesia (Ge- 
mini) — Will there be Soweto- 
type explosions in Rhodesia's 
cities? If they occur, could 
Rhodesia’s tightly-stretched se- 
curity forces bring them un- 
der control as well as fight the 
guerrillas? And could the co- 
untry's black workers give the 
regime and economic coup de 
grace by staging a general 
strike? 

All good questions. The ans- 
wers are not so simple. 

One fact, however, is dear. 
Rhodesia's black urban popu- 
lation is both large and strate- 
gically-placed --by African 
standards, at least. 

According to the Ministry of 
Finance's Economic Survey of 
Rhodesia 1976, published in 
April, 1,010,000 blacks (16 per 
cent of the total African popu- 
lation) lived in the main urban 
areas at the end of December, 
1976. Some 430,000 lived in 
Salisbury alone and 270,000 in 
Bulawayo. In fact these figures 
are probably too low as they 
do not include Africans living 
in the cities illegally. 

Altogether there are 926,000 
black workers. Excluding 

126.000 domestic servants and 

201.000 agricultural workers, 
there are 454,000 black work- 
ers in industry and public em- 
ployment, compared to 120,000 
white employees. There is no 
doubt that, if organised, this 
workforce could paralyse Rho- 
desia's relatively sophisticated 
economy. 

Why then has this sector of 
the African population not yet 
been brought actively into the 
nationalist struggle? 

One reason may be that there 
are only 50,000 unionised black 
workers here -• according to 
figures given to me by Phineas 
Sithole, the president of the 
African Trades Union Congress 
(ATUC). Sithole explained that 
the unionised minority of Rho- 
desia's 61,400 black miners are 
not members of an African- 
run union but axe enrolled in 
a white-led multi-racial union. 
There are no blacks on the 
miners’ union executive, he 
said. 

Another weakness is that the 
black trade unions are divid- 
ed into four very faction-min- 
ded trade union federations; the 
ATUC and three rival groups 
which all call themselves the 
National African Trades Union 
Congress (NATUQ. 

The four quarrelsome federa- 
tions seem to be incapable of 
unifying to bring African wor- 
kers together in common ac- 
tion behind the nationalist ca- 
use. 

Adding to the confusion in

trade union ranks is the fac- 
tionalism rampant in the na- 
tionalist movement itself. The 
leaders of the competing un- 
ion federations tend to be iden- 
tified with the different nation- 
alist parties, making it difficult 
for them to appeal to all emp- 
loyees over-and -above party af- 
filiations. Sithole, as well as 
being ATUC’s president is also 
national secretary of the Af- 
rican National Council faction 
led by the Rev. Ndabaningi Si- 
thole; and J. J. Dube, a rail- 
way workers’ leader who heads 
one of the NATUC factions, 
is a prominent supporter of 
Joshua Nkomo. 

Government repression is an- 
other factor making trade un- 
ion organising a harrowing job 
here. Under the Industrial 
Conciliation Act, it is virtually 
impossible to hold a legal stri- 
ke. In fact, under the act Rho- 
desia's President, John Wrath- 
all, has the authority to ban 
any strike that he deems to 
be against the public interest. 
The Law and Order (Mainte- 
nance) Act can also be used 
to ban union meetings and st- 
rikes and to restrict union le- 
aders. 

The government's tough st- 
ance towards strikes was dis- 
played last Christmas when Sal- 
isbury bus conductors - - me- 


mbers of the Transport Operat- 
ing Industry Workers’ Union 
-- walked off the job to press 
demands for a Christmas bon- 
us. Hundreds of strikers were 
arrested and spent Christmas 
in jail. 

But whether the government 
will succeed in keeping urban 
workers passive in the mon- 
ths to come is another ques- 
tion. It is well known here that 
guerrillas are moving in and 
out of the city townships with 
relative ease. 

The frequent "failure to re- 
port” cases brought against ur- 
ban Africans in the courts -- 
especially in the Bulawayo 
area - - is proof of this. And on 
May 12. a goods train detona- 
ted an explosive device planted 
on a railway track inside Bula- 
wayo’s industrial zone, opposite 
the city's Dunlop tyre factory. 

It may be that the majority 
of Rhodesia's black workers 
are simply biding their time, 
waiting for the moment when 
they see the guerrillas are cle- 
arly winning so that they know 
it is worth the risk to throw 
their weight behind the na- 
tionalist cause in an active way. 

The arrival of that crucial 
psychological turning-point co- 
uld provide the white minority 
regime with a new and poten- 
tially very powerful challenge.

CAIRO. June 21 lR). — The 
Egyptian government has given 
the go-ahead for the forma- 
tion of new political parties 
for the first time since the 
1952 revolution which over- 
threw King Farouk. 

But the decision is bounded 
by such strict conditions that it 
seems unlikely there will be 
any mushrooming of new par- 
ties or even the re-emergence 
of the Communist Party, ban- 
ned for more than 50 years. 

A bill on the formation of 
new parties has been finally 
approved by parliament after 
two weeks of heated debate, 
walk-outs and a boycott by the 
opposition. 

Only a year ago the sole 
political organisation in Egypt 
was the Arab Socialist Union. 
Then President Anwar Sadat 


decided to transform trends in 
the ASU into three parties. 

Today the ruling party is the 
Arab Socialist Party (ASP), 
which is opposed in the parlia- 
ment by the Free Socialist Par- 
ty (FSP) the Unionist Progres-. 
sive Party (UPP) and indepen- 
dent members. 

The opposition has accused 
the ASP, led by Prime Minis- 
ter Mamdouh Salem, which 
presented the draft law, of 
imposing a dictatorship of the 
majority by attaching too many 
strings to conditions for for- 
ming new parties. 

The new law bans the reviv- 
al of old parties which existed 
under the monarchy, but which 
were dissolved after the revo- 
lution by President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser. 

Observers saw this as cutting 
short any attempted come- 
back by supporters of the Wafd 


Party which held the majority 
under King Farouk. 

Both existing and would-be 
parties must conform to three 
strict conditions. They roust st- 
and for national unity, social 
peace, and cleave to the inevi- 
tability of the socialist solu- 
tion. 

.Under the national unity sti- 
pulation, parties based on re- 
ligion. race, sex or geographical 
considerations, would be ban- 
ned. according to the interpre- 
tation of political analysts. 

Under the social peace con- 
ditions, parties advocating class 
struggle would not be allowed 
-- effectively wiping out any 
Communist bid to re-establish 
a party, the analysts say. 

Under the third condition 
-- the inevitability of the so- 
cialist solution - - any party op- 
posing the existence of the pub- 
lic sector in the economy, wo- 
uld also be banned.

AMMAN (J.T.). — Amman will 
see Its first dam under const- 
ruction in the next two years. 
Prince All Dam, to be built in 
Wadi Abdoun on the western 
boundary of the city, will ease 
the capital’s water shortage 
and provide the location of a 
much-needed park for Its inha- 
bitants. 

The Water and Sewerage 
Corporation only last week aw- 
arded a contract for design 
work to the British company 
Binnie and Partners, already 
involved in design work cm 
the Wadi Mujib irrigation pro- 
ject in south Jordan. 

No Ordinary Dam 

This is no ordinary dam, for 
it will not supply water to the 
capital by pipeline, as its big- 
ger brother, the King Talal 
Dam on the Zarqa River, will 
do from 1980. 

Rather, it will store excess 
storm water and ensure it se- 
eps through to the aquifer (un- 
derground water level), where 
it is taken from a series of 
wells supplying Amman. 

At the moment, wastage oc- 
curs because rain water flows 
down from the wadi to the 
Zarqa River. If a dam is const- 
ructed across the wadi, this 
water can be trapped and al- 
lowed to slowly seep through 
the floor of the reservoir to 
the aquifer. 

Problems may arise in this 
mechanism, according to the 
Director General of the Water 
and Sewerage Corporation, Mr. 
Tahseen Sabbagh, for if the 
base of the reservoir is silted 
up, the water can no longer 
reach the aquifer. 

Regular maintenance can so- 
lve this headache, he stressed, 
through excavating the base 
or drilling bore holes. 

Flood Control 

Another aim of the project 
is to prevent flooding in Am- 
man itself, for sometimes ex- 
cess water gushes down into 
the Sail iu the city centre and 
causes flood damage. If a dam 
can control the excess water 
flow, flooding can be elimina- 
ted. 

Design work on the project, 
estimated to cost between JD 
1.25 and JD 2 million will fi- 
nish within six months. The

The water level, however, 
will never be constant. During 
the rainy season in winter, it 
will reach maximum capacity, 
but this will decline over the 
summer as the water seeps 
through to the aquifer.

Japan came under fire today 

at the International Whaling 
Commission meeting for alle- 
gedly using trickery to kill 
more whales than its annual 
quota- 

Members of the Scientific 
Committee attacked the Japa- 
nese delegation for using scien- 
tific permits to kill whales for 
their meat rather than for sc- 
ientific research. 

The IWC again refused to 
allow journalists to attend to- 
day’s meeting, but delegates 
said later there had been ang- 
ry exchanges over the Japanese 
issue. 

Members of the scientific co- 
mmittee are reported to have 
asked Japan to provide the 
meeting with the data it had 
goc from the number of sea 
whales it had killed under the 
“scientific permits" scheme. 

As tempers rose, the Pana- 
ma Commissioner, Senor Fort- 
om-gouin, asked the Japanese 
delegation if Japan would ab- 
ide by the Scientific Commit- 
tee's recommendations on the 
quotas for the coming season. 
i> . The Japanese leader, Mr. K. 
Yonezawa, reported to have re- 
plied heatedly “Mr. Chairman. 

I don’t have to answer such an 
insulting question.” 

The IWC also heard allega- 
tions that Japan was using 
corporate tricks to kill large 
numbers of whales. 

According to the Canada-ba- 
sed Greenpeace Foundation, Ja- 
panese whalers are organising 
subsidiary companies outside 
Japan to avoid IWC regulatio- 
ns on their catch sizes, and 
to kill protected species for 
their edible meat. 

A Greenpeace Delegate. Mr. 
Michael McGonigle, said the Ja- 
panese were setting up compa- 
nies in Tonga and Sri Lanka 
to bolster existing operations 
in Peru, Chile, Brazil and Sou- 
th Korea. 

Some of the nations in which 
Japanese whalers were alleg- 
ed to be setting up their sub- 
sidiary companies were not 
members of the IWC and the- 
refore not bound by its quotas. 

IWC sources said the mem- 
ber nations today were con- 
sidering the Scientific Comm- 
ittee's recommendations on the 
next year's quotas and discus- 
sion was described as “heavy 
going”.

originally. Therefore, he 
elected to open one club and 
rebid two no trump over his 
partner's diamond response, 
and North was delighted to 
go on to game. 

West led his fourth-best 
spade, and declarer realized 
that he had a problem. The 
spade suit was likely to 
break 5-3, so declarer could 
not afford to knock out the 
ace of diamonds. Once the 
defenders got in with that 
card, they might be able to 
cash just enough spade 
tricks to defeat the hand. 

Declarer saw that there 
was a way to come to nine 
tricks without using the dia- 


monds. The opening spade 
lead guaranteed him a trick 
in that suit, and there were 
three sure heart teicks. If

There was just one draw 
back to that line— declarer 
had no quirk entry to the 
table. In case West was lead- 
ing from A-Q 10 in spades. 


declarer played dummy’s 
nine to the first trick. That 
chance evaporated when 
East produced the ace. But 
declarer came up with a deft 


counter stroke. In the hope 
that West had led from the 
queen of sp.idi-s. he jt-ii tann- 
ed his king under 1 he ace! 

The defenders tried their 
best. East shifted to a heart. 


taken by declarer. If East 
held the ace of diamonds in 
addition to the presumed 
king of cluhs. the contract 


could have been under- 
written. so declarer led a 
diamond toward dummy. 
West rose with the ace and, 
in an attempt t« mislead de- 
clarer as to the location of 
the spade queen, he shifted 
back to the ten of spades. 

But declarer would not be 

diverted from his plan. He 
called ’for dummy's jack of 
spades. When thai held, all 
that was needed to make the 
rest of the tricks was a suc- 
cessful chib finesse.

Professor at Rome 
University is 8th 
victim of leftist 
leg-shooting attacks

ROME, June 21 (R). — Two young women shot a 64-year-old 
university professor in the legs today, making him the eighth 
victim of such attack by urban guerrillas in Italy this month. 

Prof. Remo Cacciafesta, Dean of the Economics Faculty at 
Rome University, collapsed on the staircase of bis home after 
being sprayed with automatic gun fire. 

The feared “Red Brigades”, an extreme leftwing guerrilla 
group, claimed responsibility for the attack in a phone call to 
the Italian news agency, ANSA. 

Doctors said later that Prof. Cacciafesta, regarded by stu- 
dents as a rightwinger, was not In a serious condition. 

Three journalists, two policemen and two factory foremen 
were the targets of previous leg-shootings, seen as part of a 
campaign to undermine Italy’s political and social systems. 

Prof. Cacciafesta was stopped by the two women, describ- 
ed as attractive and wearing jeans, as he left his home near 
the university. 

They shot him several times in the legs with automatic 
weapons fitted with silencers. He threw his briefcase at them 
and staggered back home, but the women followed him into 
the bouse and fired at him again before escaping in a waiting 
car. 

The professor holds numerous official posts in the Educa- 
tion Ministry, the state radio and television company and Ita- 
lian banks. He ran unsuccessfully as a Christian Democrat in 
general elections last year. 

Urban guerrilla leader Renato Curdo and four other “Red 
Brigades" members are currently on trial in Milan. 

Mr. Curcio is charged with the attempted murder of a 
policeman. Co-defendant Angelo Basone is on trial for arson 
and the others face charges ranging from resisting arrest to 
possession of firearms. 

The “Red Brigades" are held responsible for bombings, 
shootings, kidnappings, armed robberies, and for assassinating 
lawyers and policemen during the past four years.

Attempt to transplant baboon 
heart fails in Cape Town 


LONDON. June 21 (AFP;. — 
Police today arrested a Labour 
member of parliament as she 
tried to stop them arresting a 
picket at a film processing la- 
boratory hit by a 10-month-old 
strike.

CAPE TOWN, June 21 (R). — 
South African transplant pion- 
eer Dr. Christiaan Barnard 
said today his attempt to save 
a woman's life with a baboon's 
heart had failed because he 
waited too long. 

After yesterday's unsuccess- 
ful 1 0-hour operation Prof. Ba- 
rnard also said he now knew 
a baboon's heart could not ca- 
rry the full circulation of a 
human. He would use chimpan- 
zees in future. 

The patient, a 26-year-old un- 
named Italian woman, lived 
for five-and-a-half hours after 
the operation - - known as a 
“piggy back" - - at Groote Ech- 
uur Hospital. The baboons hea- 
rt was intended to supplement 
the patient's own ailing heart. 

The woman's husband, who 
came from Italy to be with her, 
collapsed when he heard his 
wife had died and he too was 
admitted to the hospital suff- 
ering from shock. 

"What I think I did wrong 
was that I waited too long," 
said Prof. Barnard, “but it was 
a new procedure and we deci- 
ded to try everything else con- 
ventional before we transplan- 
ted the baboon heart.” 

Dr. Barnard, who performed 
the world's first human heart 
transplant at Groote Schuur in 
December 1967, said his latest 
patient first came to the hos- 
pital from Italy three months 
ago. 

He said she was suffering 
from coronary artery disease 
brought on by an inability to 
convert blood fat. He opera- 
ted on her to replace a heart 
valve. But the operation was not 
a complete success and she had 
returned to the hospital last 
week. 

Dr. Barnard said he decided 
to rebuild the upper chambers 


ADDIS ABABA, June 21 (R). 
— Insurgents have blown up 
five bridges along a vital rail 
link between Addis Ababa and 
the port of Djibouti since the 
beginning of June, diplomatic 
sources said here today. 

The 600 kms. railway will 
take between three and four 
months to repair, according to 
estimates quoted by the sour- 
ces. 

They said rail traffic now 
goes no further than Awash 
station, 225 kms. from the Eth- 
iopian capital, following an at- 
tack last Thursday on a brid- 
ge between Awash and the 
town of Dire Dawa. One brid- 
ge was damaged a second time 
after being repaired, the sour- 
ces said. 

Ethiopia blames the attacks 
on guerrillas trained and ar- 
med by Somalia in support of 
Mogadishu's claims to a huge 
slice of territory south of the 
railway line, which carries over 
60 per cent of the country’s 
foreign trade. 

The sources said repair work 
was concentrating on the Aw- 
ash-Dire Dawa section because

Israel exports $ 84 m 

worth of arms in 1976 

TEL AVIV, June 21 (R). — Israeli arms exports last year were 
worth S34 million, almost double the value in 1975, Mr. Micha- 
el Shor, Director of the country's government-controlled Defe- 
nce industries said yesterday. 

He added that orders for hundreds-of-millions of dollars wo- 
rth of weapons and equipment had been signed with foreign cu- 
stomers. 

Speaking to senior directors of the industry, Mr. Shor said 
the first consignments of Israel's new assault rifle, the Galll, 
had already reached their destination abroad. 

Informed sources said the weapon had been sold to two Eu- 
ropean countries. 

Though careful not to reveal details of Israel's arms indust- 
ry and exports, Mr. Shor told the directors that Israeli-made 
105 mm. tank guns were being supplied to foreign customers 
on a regular basis since 1976. 

The Israeli arms industry’s products also include jet fighter 
planes, tanks, missile boats, small arms and electronic equipm- 
ent.

1,000 experts discuss suicide 


HELSINKI, June 21 (R). — 
Medical, social and theological 
experts spend the next three 
days discussing suicide in a 
meeting here -- during which 
more than 30,000 people thro- 
ughout the world will try to 
kill themselves, according to 
official statistics. 

More than 1,000 delegates 
from 40 countries, to the Ninth 
International Congress on Su- 
icide Prevention starting to- 
day, will discuss the theme 
“self-destruction in a changing 
world." 

By the time the experts have 
ended their deliberations, sta- 
tisticians reckon that 3,000 pe- 
ople -- one in 10 of all known 
suicide attempts -- will have 
taken their own lives. 

Analysis of the problem will 
focus on several alarming tr- 
ends, such as the increasing 
suicide rate among women and 


children and so-called indirect 
self-destruction committed thro- 
ugh smoking or failure to seek 
treatment for serious illnesses. 

The first subject today will 
be suicide in Scandinavia, whe- 
re the reported suicide rate is 
among the highest in the world, 
although experts believe this 
may be due to more thorough 
statistics in the region. 

Prof. Norman Farberow of 
the United States, President of 
the International Federation 
for Suicide Prevention, has said 
the meeting in Helsinki’s Fin- 
landia Hall provides an oppor- 
tunity "to explore feelings and 
attitudes towards self-destruc- 
tion in a part of the world most 
noted for its advanced social 
concern and assumption of res- 
ponsibility for its citizens." 

The second day will be de- 
voted to new aDproaches in 
what is called crisis interven- 
tion -- ways of spotting the 


conscious or unconscious cry 
for help from a potential sui- 
cide victim before it is too late. 

On Thursday the experts will 
investigate perhaps the saddest 
problem facing the congress, 
that of suicide among children. 

The congress President, Prof. 
Kalle Achte of Finland, has 
said there was no universal pro- 
file of a would-be suicide, but 
the most highly-exposed indivi- 
dual appeared to be the lonely, 
middle-aged man with depres- 
sive tendencies. 

The suicide rate among men 
was once four times that am- 
ong women, but the women 
are now catching up. The ex- 
perts believe this may be due 
to increasing strain as they ac- 
hieve greater equality with 
men. 

General subjects at the con- 
gress range from drug and co- 
mmunity therapy to “the mean- 
ing of death."
